Said Cromwell at the battle of Dunbar: 
“The Lord hath delivered them into our 
hand.“ So the anti-third-term men may say 
of the Grant forces. They are sadly demor- 
alized. A series of defeats, dating from the 
unmasking of the guns of the New York del- 
egation, has utterly cowed them, and left 
them to the mercy of their enemies. 

Conkling labored two hours yesterday with 
the immortal nineteen, not only without 
effect, but with the counter result of the ad- 
dition of four more members to the ranks of 
the opposition. While Cameron was being 
brought to terms by the National Com- 
mittee, Conkling was learning a bitter lesson, . 
The machine which he had labored so long 
to perfect was slipping from his control 
The magic of his eloquence no longer served 
his purpose. His honeyed words, his flash- 
ing eye, and his imperious mien were power- 
less to move his auditors. His appeal fell 
upon dull, cold ears. The sceptre dropped 
from his nerveless grasp, and he realized 
that his oft-repeated assertion of the day be- 
fore“ Grant will be nominated on the first 
ballot”—was exposed to all the world as as 
empty boast. At the end of his long ha- 
rangue twenty-three delegates of the Empire 
State stood shoulder to shoulder in opposi- 
tion to any man for a third term of the Pres 
idency! 

Meantime the second member of the Sym 
dicate was undergoing a severe ordeal. 

Notwithstanding the outrageous conduct 
of Mr. Cameron on Monday in haughtily 
defying the Committee, the anti-Grant ma- 
jority of thirteen in a body of forty-seven 
members kept quite cool, biding their time. 
They had the right and the power to control 
the temporary organization of the Conven- 
tion, and they were determined to exercise it. 
They were besieged by a crowd of indignant 
delegates and others urging the most sum- 
mary course,—the instant deposition of the 
refractory Chairman. But they resisted the 
pressure, as determined to create no needless 
friction as to insist upon and secure their 
rights to the fullest extent They 
said to Mr. Cameron, in substance: 
“Tf you will pledge yourself and 
your chief associates will pledge themselves 
in your behalf that as Chairman of this Com- 
mittee you will faithfully carry out our in- 
structions, both as to naming the T 
Chairman and as to the mode of his elertion 
by the individual votes of delegates, then you 
will be permitted to retain your position as 
Chairman of the Committee. But not 
wise! Take time to cotisider,” Mr. 
eron took time to consider, consulted with 
his friends, and, after some hours, gave the 
required pledges. Senator Hoar, of Massa- 
chusetis, will therefore be chosen Tempo- 
rary Chairman of the Convention 
on the nomination of Mr. Cam 
eron, and the ‘temporary organization’ 
will be perfected by the votes of individual -

Judge Davis succeeded in having the 
appropriation for the improvement of the 
Mississippi River between the moutds of the 
Illinois and the Ohio Rivers increased from 
$200,000, as recommended by the Senate Com- 
nrittee, to $250,000, as recommended by the 
House Committee. 


A Deren received by way of Dallas, 
Tex., gives a thrilling account of an attempted 
robbery near Clear Lake, Collins County, in that 
State. A farmer named Bradley, who had just 
Bold some cattle, gave bis wife the proceeds of 
the sale, $200, for safe-keeping. During the ab- 
sence of Bradley and about midnight one night 
last week, two robbers entered the house, cut 
Mrs. Bradley’s throat, and obtained possession 
of the money.

Mrs. BELVA Lockwoop made a speech in 
the Woman’s Convention yesterday which, if she 
fully expressed the feeling of the woman-suf- 
fragists generaily, will go far to reconcile the 
tyrant man to the notion of woman voters. Re- 
ferring to arecent rule adopted by the Chicago 
Board of Education which excludes married 
women from teaching in the public schools, Mrs. 
Lockwood said that such a resolution seemed 
criminal, because it offered a premium to man 
and woman not to get married, and marriage, 
she held, fostered good government and 4 high 
and moral state of society.

At an early hour yesterday morning the 
anti-third-term members of the National 
Committee, consisting of a large majority of 
the whole number, met at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel to take measures to discipline Mr.

It was a part of the 
agreement that ne opposition should be made 
to Mr. Hoar’s taking the chair, and that pend- 


ing the report of the Committee on Creden- 
als all regularly appointed delegates 


| sould take their seats in the Convention. 
This will enable the bogus delegates from 
ten distrietsof Illinoisto take seats until 
ousted by the Convention, as they surely will! 
be when the Committee on Credentials make 
their report. The “ unit rule” is broken by 
the action of the National Committee, since, 
until the Committee on Rules and Order of 
Business make their report, the rules of the 
last National Convention govern. As each 
State and Territory appoints one member of 
each Committee, the anti-third-term men will 
have as large a majority on those as they had 
on the National Committee. 

The preliminaries are thus settled in a way 
that can hardly fail to destroy whatever 
chances the three Bosses had of controlling 
the Convention and the nomination. The at- 
tempt ot Cameron to hald the reins in his 
own hands, to dictate the temporary organi- 
zation, and to enforce the unit rule has

| torship of the Committee was speedily fol- 


lowed by such a loss of prestige in his own 
State that twenty-three Pennsylvania dele~ 
gates forthwith drew up and signed a protest 
against the nomination of Grant, and de- 
elared their intention to vote against him, in 
obedience to the known wishes of their con- 
stituents. These are enly the first drops 
of the shower, — me beginnings of 
the inevitable stampede. Human nature 
gathered together in a convention of 750 
delegates is vastly susceptible to the first 
signs of vietory or defeat. Men will not fail 
to observe that every step taken by the oppo- 
nents of the third term has been a sure step, 
that no inch of ground has been lost, that 
they have carried every point they have set 
out to carry, and that the syndicate have had 
nothing but brass to oppose .gainst glitter- 
ing steel. The whole country will be awake 

to the fact that the organization of the 
Convention has been wrested from the grasp 
of the machine. A mighty effect will be pro- 
duced in distant cities and States, whose re- 
flex will be felt in every delegation here be- 
fore nightfall. ‘The dead point of dan- 
ger all along has been that the friends 
of Blaine, Sherman, Washburne, Ed- 
munds and Windom would become jealous of 
each other, and that each, in the fear of hurt- 
ing the feelings of Cameron or some other 
Boss, would stop short of a thorough defeat 
of the third-termers in the temporary or- 
ganization.

There have been no evidences presented 
of any necessity for his services. On the con- 
trary, the Republican party has never been 
so well provided with eminent statesmen 
who would unite its entire support as now, 
and among these we may mention Blaine, 
Washburne, Edmunds, and Windom, either 
of whom, tf nominated, would be acceptable 
not only to the Republican party, but to the 
whole country. 

The candidacy foreed upon Gen. Grant by 
a clique of grasping, self-constituted dicta- 
tors has excited and convulsed the whole 
Republican party. It has produced a con- 
tention such as no party has ever witnessed 
since that which dismembered the Demo- 
cratic party at Charleston twenty years ago, 
and blossomed inte civil war a year later. 
Never in the history of political conventions 
has there deen such a condition of af- 
fairs as now confronts the Republican 
Convention which meets to-day in 
this city.

tasteful to the rank and file of the Repub- 
nean States as to insure the defest of the 
Republican party.

The IIlinois contest will supply the Na- 
tional Convention with the most important 
issue in the organization of that body, and its 
determination will have a powerful bearing 
not merely upon the subsequent work of the 
Convention, but apon the popular verdict as 
to its work. Ten of the nineteen districts of 
this State, which four years ago gave 29,000 
Republican majority, while the other nine 
districts gave 10,000 Democratic majority, 
cannot be disfranchised in the National Con- 
vention without bringing down the wrath of 
the people upon a party in whose name such 
an outrage shall have been committed. 

The National Convention must go to the 
core of the Illinois contest. 

The fraud began in the Cook County Con- 
vention. TheGrant men had been decisively

Under the rule the regular del- 
egates to the National Committee from ten 
distriets in this State are those who were ap- 
pointed by the district delegates, and not 
those appointed by Logan’s Committee and 
ratified by a bogus majority in the State Con- 
vention, the disfranchised districts not vot- 
ing. These regular delegates from ten anti-

The student of human nature may find a, 
profitable field for study in the hotels and 
their swarming corridors. The hotel has 
grown to be such a factor in politics that It is 
deuvtful whether a Presidential candidate 
could be nominated without it. It is not 
alone that the hotel feeds and lodges dele 
gates, but it provides the accommodations for 
the blowing and biuster which have come to 
be the necessary accompaniments of con- 
ventions. Of course, the real work is done 
in secret by afew The great crowd is In- 
structed to talk. The strikers and blowers 
must. get in their work, and their headquar- 
ters are in the corridors. They arein session 
all the time, and the sessions are very lively. 
The plan of organization is very simple. 
Two strikers meet, usually a very little man, 
fussy and pugnacious,—as little men usu- 
ally areé,-and a very large man, of 
the “don’t-you-forget-it” sort, or a very 
young man and a very old man. It 
is only necessary for the very little man 
to elevate his shrill voice or for the very 
large man to bring down his fist vigorously 
to attract two or three about them. Gradu- 
ally others are drawn, until at last the two 
become the nucleus of an eager circle so 
large that only a word or two comes to the 
outer edge. The circle gradually becomes a 
solid, compact mass, all ears turned towards 
the nucleus, though hearing uothing. At last 
some highly imaginative party catches a few 
incoherent words like Grant,“ “unit rule,“ 
“ Logan’s bolters,” “ Ilinois’ gagged delega- 
tiom, “Cook Oounty’s bolt,” “third-term 
bogus delegates,” etc., which he resolves at 
once inte a declaration of such importance 
that he cannot keep it to himself. He accord- 
ingly steps out, finds the necessary person to 
form a nucleus, and the erystallizing process 
again begins. 

A second elrele is formed, which very 
quickly assumes the dimensions of the first. 
Thus, one after the other, the entire crowd 
resolves itself into circles. Taking a bird’s 
eye view, one sees rings of individuals with 
four arms gesticulating in the centre of each, 
the outside layers bending inwardly and 
manifesting the deepest concern, though 
they cannot hear a sound, still resolutely 
holding their places for fear that they may 
lose sight of Conkling and Foster when 
they get tired of their discussion,—for those 
on the outside are firmly persuaded that 
Conkling and Foster are on the inside, 
Sometimes these circles are formed without 
any reference to politics at all. A delegate 
from the ural districta of Wisconsin meets 
a delegate from the rural districts of Kansas, 
and stops to inquire about the crops. At 
once an admiring crowd gathers about them, 
and they find themselves hemmed in beyond 
all possibility of escape. 

It is only necessary for one man to beckon 
to another and he is immediately surrounded 
by an eager crowd on the alert to find out 
what he knows about the situation. These 
cireles are mutually sympathetic. A sally 
of wit in the centre raises a iaugh among 
those nearest, and the laugh spreads elear to 
the outer edge, though it has not heard a 
sound. Our colored brethren from the South 
are the chief. objects of interest. Their 
circles are always the largest, and they move 
aboat with an air of dignity and importance, 
a loudness of badge and a glossiness of hat, 
that easily distinguish them from white 
delegates. Admiration is dear to them. 
They feed upon it. They wear a mysterious 
look. Their utterances are oracular. They 
are weighed down with responsibilities. 
They have business to, transact. They are 
no longer the bulldozed and ostracised, but 
men and brethren, and they improve their 
opportunities. They are the heroes of the 
hour, and, as there is no definit way of 
deciding which of them is Pinchback or 
which is Haralson, they can all pass current 
for Pinchbaeks and Haralsons, and enjoy 
the admiration of the crowd, 

And thus the blowers and strikers keep up 
the excitement all day and far into the night 
at fever-heat, never wanting for auditors, 
Thus the great work of saving the country 
goes on, and patriotism, emphasized dy brass 
bands, and illustrated with flying flags and 
banners, and designated with new white hats, 
shows new and gorgeous blooms. The 
close observer will notice a singular feature 
in the surging mass, and that is the intense 
interest manifested by the Democrats in the 
proceedings. He will find at every hotel 
scores of Democratic politicians wearing 
Grant badges and blowing and striking for 
Grant. They see no salvation for the coun- 
try unless he is nominated. They yearn for 
it. They are working for it with desperate 
energy, knowing that his nomination is the 
only contingeney in which their party can 
hope to be successful.

OBITUARY. 


ORLIN H. MINER. 
Springfeld 3 May 2. 

As announced in Journal of yesterday 
morning, the Hon. O. H. Miner has been for sev- 
eral days lying at the point of death, his ail- 
ment being a complication of kidney and bowel 
disease. He has been in poor bealth for many 
months, but his condition was not regarded as 
serious until about ten days since, when he was 
forced to take to his bed, and despite the best 
medical attendance gradually grew worse, until 
death came to his relief about 8 o'clock last 
nigbt. 

Orlin H. Miner was so well known to the citizens 
of Springfield, and, in fact, of the State, that 
the announcement of his death will cause a 
feeling of profound sorrow. Asa vrudent bus- 
iness-man, a patriotic citizen, a charitable and 
benevolent Mason, he was known to many 
throughout the West. 

Mr. Miner was bornin the State of Vermont, 
May 13, 1825, where he resided with his parents 
until 184, when they removed to Ohio. He came 
to Chicago in 1862, and worked there at his trade 
of watch making for a short time, when he 
removed to this city, and was employed by Mr. 
George W. Chatterton, Sr. In the spring of 1854 
he went to Costa Rica, Central America,

It is not very long ago. Deco. 15, that 
a resolution passed the National House of Rep- 
resentatives by a vote of 23 to 18.

* That in the opinion of this House 
the precedent established by Wash on and 
other Presidents of the United States, in retir- 
ing from the Presidential office after their sec- 
ond term, has become by universal concurrence 
a part of our republican system of government, 
and that any departure from this time-honored 
custom would be unwise, un triotic, and 
fraught with peril to our free institutions.”

He was elected Secretar 
of the Grand Lodge of Masonsin October, 1865, 
and was reéiected each successive year until 
1873, when he declined a re@lection. in 1877 he 
was appointed Grand Treasurer, to fill a va- 
cancy, was clected to that position in 1878 and 
again in 1879, and at the time of his death heid 
that Fae 5 al#> that of Grand Treasurer of 
the Grand Royal Arch Chapter. He was also a 
prominent member of Scottish Rite of 
Masoury, being, with Gen. J.C. Smith, the only 
in this part of the State. 

As stated above, Mr. Miner ever took an active 
interest in all public affairs, and was known and 

ed as an enterprising citizen. He,was one 
of the most earnest promoters of the Board of 
Trade, and was elected Secretary at the first 
meeting, and, so long as his health permitted, 
devoted much of his time to the work of 
getting that body in running order. His busi- 
ness experience and sagacity was recognized by 
all, and his opinion on matters of finance was 
always sought and considered by his acquaint- 
ances. 

As a husband, father, neighbor, and friend, no 
man ever lived who was more loved, esteemed, 
and respected than Orlin H. Miner.
